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A national  survey  indicated  the  fall  of  the  year  was  the  time  many  States 
feature  4-K  re  - enrollment , leader  recruitment  and  club  organization.  It  is 
the  season  when  much  of  the  planning  is  done  for  the  next  year.  Decisions 
made  in  the  next  several  months  will  determine  enrollment  trends  for  1963. 
Thirty-two  States  increased  their  enrollment  in  1961  over  I960.  It  is  hoped 
the  1962  reports  will  show  increase  in  a large  number  of  States,  keeping 
pace  with  the  expanding  number  of  boys  and  girls  to  be  served  by  the  4-H 
program. 


Some  States  are  using  county  and  State  enrollment  goals  and  report  this 
motivation  technique  has  been  very  effective.  An  expanding  enrollment  and 
increase  re-enrollment  are  two  good  barometers  of  program  progress. 


FES  4-H  STAFF  PLANNING 


During  the  week  of  September  24,  our  Division  staff  took  an  evaluative  look 
at  present  4-H  Club  and  Young  Adult  programs  and  planned  how  we  can  best 
organize  ourselves  to  help  meet  these  needs. 

You  will  soon  be  receiving  a listing  of  areas  of  emphasis  for  1963  and  later, 
a list  of  our  staff  assignments- -both  resulting  from  our  planning. 


OCTOBER  IS  YOUTH  ISSUE  - EXTENSION  SERVICE  REVIEW 

The  October  issue,  featuring  how  Extension  youth  programs  are  planned,  is 
loaded  with  wonderful  ideas.  We  hope  you  will  see  ways  to  use  this  issue 
in  agent  development.  We  feel  it's  worthy  of  calling  it  to  the  attention  of 
your  State  staff  members. 
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Kits  for  counties  to  use  in  planning  4-H  "Week  activities  for  1963  will  be 
mailed  to  you  by  the  first  week  in  November,  the  third  year  that  we  have 
been  able  to  do  a mailing  at  this  early  date.  The  materials  in  the  present 
kit  are  new  and  different,  since  we  have  learned  that  counties  keep  previous 
kits  in  their  files  for  continued  use.  We  hope  these  materials  will  be 
usable  to  the  counties  on  a year-around  basis. 

You  will  note  from  Subcommittee  minutes  that,  beginning  in  1964,  National 
4-H  Slub  Week  is  to  be  held  in  the  fall  during  the  week  in  which  October  1 
falls.  State  surveys,  which  preceded  the  decision,  supported  three  important 
objectives  for  the  week:  Recruitment  of  members,  enlisting  help  of  adults, 
and  broad  public  relations.  The  first  two  are  associated  with  the  beginning 
of  the  4-H  year,  in  most  States  about  October  1. 


RECREATIONAL  ENTERPRISES  ON  WARMS 

A task  force  of  State  specialists  working  in  fish  pond,  wildlife  and  other  farm 
recreation  areas  met  in  Washington  recently.  They  were  primarily 
considering  types  of  recreational  projects  farmers  and  woodland  owners  can 
use  to  supplement  farm  income.  They  concentrated  on  delineating  some  of 
the  areas  of  such  recreational  activity  with  which  extension  should  be  most 
concerned,  and  on  outlining  an  initial  awareness  leaflet  for  use  at  the  local 
level.  We  will  pass  their  suggestions  on  to  you  shortly.  In  the  group  were 
W.  G.  Schroeder  of  the  Oregon  Extension  Service,  L.  G.  Sorden  and  Larry  G. 
Monthey  from  the  Wisconsin  Extension  Service,  and  Earl  E.  Kennamer  from 
the  Alabama  Extension  Service. 

PROJECTED  SCHOOL  AND  COLLEGE  ENROLLMENTS 


The  Educational  Statistics  Branch,  Office  of  Education,  U.  S.  Department 
of  Health,  Education  and  Welfare,  has  released  some  projections  of  school 
and  college  enrollments  through  1970  for  the  United  States.  United  States 
statistics  show  that  of  1000  fifth  grade  pupils  in  1954-55,  a total  of  636 
graduated  in  1962  and  336  are  expected  to  be  in  college  this  fall.  One  copy 
of  each  of  the  four  newly  released  tables  is  enclosed  for  each  State  4-H 
Club  office. 


CHURCH  LEADERSHIP  INTEREST  IN  CAREER  EXPLORATION 

The  following  statement  is  from  the  booklet  "Youth  to  Work!  In  Your 
Community"  prepared  by  the  Clergy-Industry  Relations  Department,  National 
Association  of  Manufacturers: 
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"In  stimulating  the  quest  for  education  among  his  young  people,  the  clergy- 
man well  can  emphasize  that  education  not  only  functions  as  an  economic 
asset--in  showing  young  people  how  to  make  a living--but  it  also  shows  them 
how  to  live.  . . and  derive  more  genuine  satisfactions  out  of  life.  This  makes 
for  a more  knowledgeable  people  and  vital  society,  basic  forces  in  preserving 
the  freedoms  and  strength  of  our  republic.  "

teach  the  course  "Development  of  Adult  Leadership  for  Youth  Programs.  " 
This  course  is  primarily  for  State  Extension  staff  persons  or  for  staff 
members  who  have  had  the  basic  youth  course.  Other  persons  must  receive 
permission  of  the  instructor. 

Dr.  Tommy  Walton  will  teach  the  basic  youth  course  "Principles  and 
Procedures  in  the  Development  of  4-H  Club  Work"  at  the  winter  session  in 
Oeorgia,  beginning  January  28.  This  course  will  emphasize  principles  and 
procedures  in  planning  programs  and  activities,  supervising  projects,  and 
developing  leadership.

SHARING  SOME  OF  THE  GOOD  IDEAS  / 

IN  USE  IN  THE  STATES  / 

Alabama  - Junior  Leadership 

Alabama  has  launched  a more  formal  junior  leadership  program.  A 
Junior  Leadership  Project  Guide  outlines  program  suggestions  and 
specific  areas  of  work  for  junior  leaders.  A basic  strength  of  the 
program  is  that  Extension  agent  training  on  junior  leadership  is  being 
offered  in  the  counties. 

California  - Selling  the  Carcasses 

Butte  County  had  a 4-H  livestock  exhibit  where  carcasses  instead  of  live 
animals  were  sold.  The  livestock  exhibit  started  out  in  the  usual  way. 
Club  members  brought  in  their  fat  animals  and  they  were  judged  accord- 
ing to  market  grades.  All  the  animals  were  then  taken  to  the  slaughter 
house.  During  the  day  of  the  sale  the  carcasses  were  returned  to  the 
fair  in  a refrigerated  truck.  Before  the  sale,  the  federal  grader  rated 
all  the  carcasses  on  carcass  value.  Each  buyer  had  a sale  catalog  giving 


the  live,  weight,  live  placing,  dressed  carcass  weight,  dressing  percent- 
age, loin  eye  index,  and  carcass  placing.  Since  several  other  counties 
in  the  State  conduct  similar  activities,  an  outline  has  been  sent  to 
county  staff  members  suggesting  procedure  and  scoring  methods  for 
carcass  grading. 

Florida  - New  Project  for  Older  Members 

"Thot  'N  Talk"  is  a new  discussion  project  prepared  for  older  4-H 
Club  boys  and  girls.  Ruth  Harris,  Family  Life  Specialist,  has  spear- 
headed the  planning.  The  series  includes:  You  and  Your  Friends, 

You  and  Your  Parents  (3),  Your  Job--Your  Personality,  Your  Roles-- 
As  a Man-As  a Woman,  You  and  Your  Beliefs. 

Georgia  - New  Facilities  at  Rock  Eagle 

State  4-H  Council  officials  have  worked  out  a plan  whereby  4-H  members 
are  raising  money,  equivalent  to  25 -cents  per  member,  to  help  build 
a new  swimming  pool  at  the  4-PI  Center.  They  have  utilized  such 
fund-raising  projects  as:  Litter  bag  sales,  car-wash  days,  cake  sales, 
egg  sales,  lawn  mowing,  old  paper  sales. 

Indiana  - Proposed  State  4-H  Center 

Former  Director  Hoffman  is  using  his  talents  to  help  develop  the 
proposed  State  4-H  Center,  to  be  established  at  a former  camp  site, 
a fe  w miles  off  campus.  Some  existing  training  programs  and  events, 
plus  others  to  be  established,  are  envisioned  for  the  Center. 

Indiana  - 200  Members  in  County  Rural  Youth  Club 

Franklin  County,  with  now  well  over  200  young  adult  participators, 
credits  these  six  points  for  their  success:  (1)  Plan  a good  program-- 
many  social  activities,  timely  educational  features,  and  a few 
community  service  projects;  (2)  Report  all  activities  in  local  papers; 

(3)  Go  into  each  community  and  township  and  get  2 or  3 members,  these 
will  bring  more;  (4)  Talk  to  the  minister  or  priest  in  every  church  in 
the  county;  (5)  Work  with  younger  groups  in  furnishing  recreation  and 
leadership;  and  (6)  Develop  good  leadership  to  keep  members  cooperat- 
ing, participating  and  inspired. 

Kansas  - Kansas  4-H  In  Review 

The  Collegiate  4-H  Club  compiles  and  edits  an  annual  issue  (Sept.)  of 
the  Kansas  4-H  Journal.  This  gives  a pictorial  and  narrative  summary 
of  4-H  progress  in  the  State. 
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Michigan  - Training  for  County  Recreation  Chairmen 

To  date  47  counties  have  named  leaders  to  serve  as  County  Recreation 
Chairmen  on  Recreation  Committees.  The  training  of  these  chairmen 
is  a continuing  process.  Third  in  the  series  of  sponsored  sessions  for 
these  key  leaders  will  be  held  at  Camp  Kett  early  in  1963. 

Minnesota  - 10th  Annual  State  4-H  Health  Camp 

Relegates,  numbering  nearly  100,  were  selected  on  the  basis  of  their 
personal  health  achievements  as  well  as  their  contributions  toward 
improving  community  and  home  health  conditions.  Highlights  of  the 
program  included  workshops  and  discussion  sessions  covering  the  topics 
of  "Think  Straight,"  "Torso  Tune-Up"  (physical  health),  "Spark  with 
Nutrients"  (teenage  diets),  and  "E  e at  Ease"  (social  behavior). 

Nevada  - Citizenship-Readership  Conference 

.Representatives  of  all  youth  groups  in  the  State  were  invited  to  the 
second  annual  youth  conference.  Purpose  of  the  conference  was  to  help 
youth  realize  that  they  can  help  fashion  the  future  of  our  country  through 
responsible  citizenship  and  leadership  activities.  Spiritual,  historical, 
cultural,  political,  educational  and  economic  guiaeposts  were  used. 

Cklahorna-P ennsylvania  - Interstate  Exchange 

Blaine  County,  Ckla.  4-H  members  had  exchange  visits  during  the 
summer  wit  h Huntingdon,  Cumberland  and  Lancaster  counties  of 
Pennsylvania.  This  county  in  Oklahoma  has  built  up  a tradition  for 
conducting  exchanges  with  various  sections  of  the  country. 

Pennsylvania  - Understanding  Youth  Conferences 

Three  regional  conferences  were  planned  for  volunteer  leaders  in 
October.  Each  county  was  allowed  four  scholarships  for  leaders,  with 
additional  leaders  welcome  at  cheir  own  or  county  expense.  Glenn 
Eildine  served  as  consultant. 

Couth  Carolina  - State  4-H  Club  Peek- -A  First 

Couth  Carolina  has  reported  a successful  and  meaningful  program  for 
cheir  initial  State  4-H  Week,  July  23-27.  More  than  700  4-H  members 
were  selected  for  the  Statewide  event  held  on  the  Clem  son  College  campus. 
The  program  consisted  of  educational  experiences  in  project  interests, 
leadership,  citizenship,  careers,  and  personal  development. 
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Tennessee  - Something  New  Welded  to  4-H  Enrollment 


All  counties  are  using  a revised  individual  enrollment  card  or  sheet  this 
year  as  a result  of  an  extensive  4-H  evaluation.  The  procedure  for 
enrollment  is  4-H  is  changing  in  most  counties  as  a result  of  the  basic 
course  in  4-H  Club  Leadership  in  Depth.  Leaders  have  been  trained 
to  explain  the  cards  to  club  members.  Members  take  the  card  home 
and  get  their  parent's  signature  and  assistance  in  project  selection. 

The  local  club  leader  then  checks  the  cards  for  accuracy  and 
information.  Afterward  they  are  returned  to  the  county  Extension 
office.  The  new  cards  and  procedures  are  designed  to  give  further 
strength  to  4-H  Club  work  through  more  efficient  filing  and  tabulating. 

Texas  - 4-H  Leadership  Development  Plans 

Definite  roles  and  responsibilities  have  been  analyzed  and  assigned  for 
organizational  leaders  and  subject  matter  leaders.  A leader  training 
program  has  been  designed  for  different  leaders.  Certificates  for  4-H 
Club  members  who  complete  the  established  goals  are  now  available 
for  adult  subject  matter  leaders  to  use  in  presentations  to  4-H  Club 
members  in  subject  matter  groups.  The  certificate  is  based  on  the 
assumption  that  subject  matter  leaders  would  receive  much  satisfaction 
from  presenting  these  certificates  to  members  of  their  groups. 

Virginia  - 4-H  Electric  Congress 

The  21  power  companies  and  Extension  personnel  are  cooperatively 
involved  in  planning  and  committee  action  during  this  Congress,  which 
is  one  of  the  largest  summer  4-H  events  in  the  State.  The  event  and 
cooperation  of  business  and  industry  with  Extension  has  increased 
participation  in  4-H  electrical  program  from  1,000  in  1950  to  12,000  in 
1962. 


West  Virginia  - 4-H  Strawberry  Growers  Tour  Pittsburgh 

Members  from  11  counties,  and  the  State  winning  judging  team, 
participated  in  a tour  to  the  markets  and  other  points  of  interest  in  the 
Tittsburgh  area.  The  award  was  based  on  point  values  for  practices 
of  fertilization,  exhibiting,  marketing,  disease  control,  and  other 
criteria.  Processing  and  marketing  operations  for  fruits  and  vegetables 
came  in  for  special  study. 
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John  Banning  and  family  are  happily  located  in  California,  where  he  is 
enrolled  for  graduate  study  this  year  at  the  University  of  Oalifornia,  Berkeley. 
His  address  is  1192  Sixth  Street,  University  "'Ullage,  -Albany  10,  Oalif.
